Shetreet 
resigns from 
Leumi board

Shimon Shetreet. the Bank 
Leumi board member who blew 
open the Leumigate scandal, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would 
resign, but not before he had sat for 
at least one meeting on a newly 
elected board. 
The resignation plan was a com- 
promise suggested by Arye Minko- 
vitch, the head of the Securities Au- 
thority, and was welcomed by 
Attomey-General Yosef Harish. 
Shetreet also got the consent of the 
Governor of the Bank of Israel, Mi- 
chael Bruno. 

Shetreet is the last board member 
to agree to leave under pressure 
from the government for the board’s 
handling of the generous personal 
contracts Leumi Lae its top 
managers. Shetreet had refused to 
quit with the rest of the board earli- 
er this month, arguing that since it 
had been he who had exposed the 
affair, he did not deserve to be 
punished. 

Under the agreement, Shetreet 
will be elected to the new board, 
where he will be able to present his 
views on the personal contracts and 
the report prepared by the Securi- 
ties Authority on the affair. After- 
wards, he has agreed to resign. 

Shetreet also msisted that one of 
the two new outside directors re- 
placing him be required to attend all 
meetings of the board and its com- 
mittee.

Rabin stressed that the 
elected Palestinian leaders must be 
authentic loca] representatives, re- 
gardless of their biographies. who 
can represent the West Bank and 
Gaza residents with Jordan in nego- 
tiations with Israel for ἃ comphre- 
hensive peace. 

Should Jordan refuse to join the 
negotiations by the second year of 
the programme, Rabin continued. 
Israel will offer Gaza's residents the 
choice of governing themselves, in 
Stages, headed by their elected 
leadership. 

Rabin said the main effort will be 
concentrated on achieving peace on 
the Jordanian border. Taking Jor- 
dan out of the circle of war, Rabin 
said, was crucial to Israel's security,

In 1957 they improved on their findings by 
using sulphur-substituted compounds to devel- 
op azathioprine, which for many years was the 
only drug available to Prevent the rejection of 
transplanted organs, it said. 

The most recent breakthrough in applying 
their research cited by the institute came in 
1977, when the first effective drug was devel- 
oped for treating herpes infections.

THE PUBLIC WANTS to see 
something done about the constant 
growth in the use of drugs, not only 
the so-called “soft” ones such as 
hashish, but the “hard” ones like 
heroin and cocaine. As far as we 
know, waging a war against drugs 
has never been mentioned in the 
election speeches; nor has it been 
included in any party platform. 

The same holds true for the 
steady increase in alcoholism and 
drunk-driving. According to one 
survey taken some years ago, one 
out of seven persons involved in a 
traffic accident had a high percent- 
age of alcohol in his or her blood. 

_ And despite the continuous pub- 
lic outcry against traffic murders, no 
candidate for election has stood up 
and made a promise: If my party is 
retumed to power with a consider- 
able majority. we promise to reduce 
traffic deaths by 10 or 20 per cent.

New 
Zealand and many, many others) 
have similar and perhaps even bet- 
ter programmes than the French. 

The final barometer resides in 
longevity rates; and according ta 
United Nations statistics, the 
U.S.A, rates 20th in national lon- 
gevity whereas each of the above- 
Mentioned nations fare better. Of 
course, their health programmes in 
preventive and curative medicine 
play a major role in saving and pro- 
longing life in their nations, where 
doctors are formed in tuifion-free 
universities.

doctor, who paid $100,000 for his 
diploma, and who wants to get sev- 
eral million dollars back for his 
investment. 


Why is health care not functioning 
well in Israel? May the Israelis for- 
give my hutzpa in attempting to 
make a diagnosis without living 
there. Yet my guess is simply that 
Israel no longer is spiritually pre- 
pared for the national health care 
system it created and enjoyed in the 
early socialist days of its founding 
fathers, namely, the idealistic olim 
from Russia who founded the kib- 
butzim and the Kupat Holim health 
care programme for all free of 
charge. Israel has swung practically 
completely from its visionary ideal- 
ism of the early prophets to the 
“dog-eat-dog" capitalist mentality 
of its American mentors. It would 
therefore appear quite natural that 
their idealistic health-care system 
would, too, seek to emulate the 
American way of life.

A PHOTOGRAPHIC exhibition of 
the Jewish community in Greece, 
called Scattered Lights, opened last 
week at Tel Aviv’s Diaspora Muse- 
um. The work of Joshua Plaut, Re- 
form rabbi and photo-ethnogra- 
pher, the photographs chronicle the 
remnants of a once-vital community 
which was virtually wiped out in the 
Holocaust. 

They are arranged into groups 
which include Holocaust memorials, 
Jewish quarters, traditional occupa- 
tions and portraits of current 
leaders. 

The photographs of the Jewish 
quarters (Evraiki) in Corfu and Ve- 
roia reveal empty, delapidated and 
locked synagogues, with dangling 
roof tiles, neglected graveyards and 
abandoned commercial centres. Es- 
pecially poignant is the photo of the 
empty shell of Komatini’s 17th-cen- 
tury synagogue. 

In small rural towns, like Kas- 
toria, Larissa and Ioannina, sons 
follow fathers in occupations such as 
tinsmithing, metalwork and hat- 
making. The communities which 
still exist, like Athens and Salonika, 
continue to produce active leaders, 
although most must travel abroad to 
learn the rudiments of their faith. 

“While the property still remains 
in Jewish hands,” said Plaut, “there 
are fewer and fewer people with the 
know-how to revitalize the commu- 
nity. For example, in Trikala, when, 
the shammes moved away, there 
was a big debate as to whether or 
not it was worthwhile to keep the 
synagogue open. 

““In other cases, rabbis pass away, 
and there is no one left to read the 
Tora. There is an extremely limited 
life span to a Tora-less synagogue 
service,” he continued. 


THE EXHIBITION opening was 
attended by many Greek Jews now 
Tesiding in Israel, each of whom had 
a story to tell. One couple, Rachel

and Aaron Mano from Salonika, ex- 
plained that they became engaged a 
year before the outbreak of World 
War II. Aaron Mano points to the 
map of Greece and remembers viv- 
idly the day his life changed forever. 

“Everybody expected the Ger- 
mans to come by Thessaly, but they 
surprised us, coming from the Mac- 
edonian plains — on bicycles! Imag- 
ine 50,000 German soldiers cycling 
into your country!” 

Aaron Mano was deported from 
Salonika to Auschwitz in March 
1943 on the first transport. Rachel 
managed to avoid deportation until 
1944. Incredibly, they met through 
the wires and fences. Their reunion 
was brief, since the advancing Rus- 
sian army separated them again. Ra- 
chel survived the terrible death 
march to Bergen Belsen. Mano was 
transferred from camp to camp and 
eventually freed at Ebbensee close 
to the Austrian border. 

Aaron smuggled himself into Pal- 
estine from Italy in June 1946. Ra- 
chel, returning to Greece to look for 
him, discovered that he was here. 
They were married in Israel that 
September. They have never been

back to Greece. “What for?” asks 
Mano, and says softly “Everyone 1. 
knew is gone." 

“Scattered fights” such as these 
form the backbone of Plaut's exhib-" 
it. His photographs are unpreten-: 
tious and moving, the result of a 
sensitive and inquisitive eye which, 
without prying, conveys the sorrow 
of an ancient Jewish civilization that 
is on the verge of extinction. 

Joshua Plaut began his research in 
1977 as a college student on a one- 
year study programme in Athens. In 
addition to the photographs, he 
compiled an oral history of Greece's 
surviving Jewish community which 
eventually became the basis of his 
rabbinic thesis. 

He continues to be active in both 
religious leadership and ethnogra- 
phy. He is presently the rabbi of 
Congregation Kol Haverim in Glas- 
tonbury, Connecticut; and is at 
work on photo-documentaries of 
the Jewish communities in Turkey. 
New Zealand and China. His re- 
cently-completed Fading Glory: 
Vestiges of Small-Town Life in the 
American South, will open shortly in 
Dallas. 


Commemorating the night of the broken glass 


NOVEMBER 9-10. 1988 will mark 
the 50th anniversary of what was the 
beginning of the end of European 
Jewry. That night and the following 
moming throughout Germany and 
Austria. hundreds of synagogues 
were set on fire and Jews were beat- 
en up. abused, arrested and mur- 
dered. The date became known as 
“Kristallnacht,” Night of the Bro- 
ken Glass. 

West Germany's Bundestag will 
hold a special session on November 
10 to mark the 50th anniversary of 
the event, and a commemorative 
postage stamp with a special cancel- 
lation will be issued this Thursday. 

The stamp issue is remarkable be- 
cause it avoids a euphemistic treat- 
ment of the event. The cancellation 
bears the inscription: “Pogrom of 9 
November 1938.” As stated in the 
release announcing the stamp, “The 
pogrom of November 1938 marked 
the beginning of events leading to 
the liquidation of Jewry in Europe.” 

Austrian Jewry suffered the same 
fate on Kristallnacht, which oc- 
curred about seven months after 
Austria had allowed itself to be an- 


Nazi opal chief Joseph 
Goebbels orchestrated the anti-Jew- 
ish hysteria under the guise of a 
spontaneous uprising of the general 
population against the Jewish com- 
munity. When no real opposition 
was forthcoming from world gov- 
emments, the pogrom continued on 
its inevitable course towards the 
Holocaust. 

The 80 Pf West German stamp 
depicts flames shooting from the Ba- 
den-Baden synagogue, and is based 


on a photograph taken as the syna- 
gogue bumed. In addition to the 
picture, the stamp carries the date 

“9 November 1938-1988," a Magen 
David and the inscription “Das Ge- 
heimnis Der Erlosung heist Erinner- 
ung” (Remembering is the secret of 
Redemption). 

East Germany commemorated 
the 25th anniversary of this event in 
1963 with a single stamp, which also 
showed a synagogue in flames and 
carried the inscription “Niemals 
Wieder” (Never Again) and the 
word “Kristallnacht."” The East 
German parliament is to hold a spe- 
cial séssion .to mark the 50th 
anniversary. 

Israel marked the 40th anniversa- 
ry with a special postal cancellation, 

which included a Magen David with 
the word “Zachor” (Remember) in 
the centre. 

The common theme of these phil- 
atelic commemorations is to remem- 
ber, so that such an outrage will 
never happen again.

Romanian rhapsody

CONSTANTIN TANESSE was the 
foremost actor of the Romanian 
stage. In 1947, the government 
named a theatre after him in Bucha- 
rest. Now the Tanesse Theatre of 
Bucharest has come to Israel with a 
40-member cast of singers, actors, 
dancers, mimes, comedians and 
even a motor-cycle act in a show 
called Savoy Savoy. τ this sounds 
like the old-fashioned music-hall 

jar, that's exactly what it is 
except that the Romanians call it a 
revue. 

The revue tradition in Romania is 
more than 100 years old, but there is 
nothing fusty in this show which fea- 
tures Romania's top entertainers. 
Many are wellknown to the more 
than 400,000 Israelis of Romanian 
origin, such as the comedian Ar- 
shinel, the singer Stella Popescu and 
Pan-pipe virtuoso Radu Simion. 

These performers have visited Is- 
rael individually, but this is the first 
time that Tanesse has come to Israel 
as an ensemble. This visit was pri- 
vately organized, but can be seen as 
an augury of aspects of the terms of 
the bilateral cultural exchange pro- 
gramme signed with the Romanian 
government in February. 


Back home in Bucharest, the the- 
atre employs 200 people and per- 
forms in two halls, the Savoy and 
the Victoria. 

Tanesse actors are required to be 
a ‘triple threat,” (theatre slang for 
singers/actors/dancers). “They are 
all theatre and drama school gradu- 
ates,” said Popescu, who explains 
what a Romanian revue is all about. 
“It is not just light entertainment,” 
she insists, “but we use the revue to 
comment on the foibles and failings 
of society with laughter and with 
satire. Our comedy has profound 
social importance.” 

Arshinel adds that Romanian 
jokes are not usually one-liners, but 
a whole sketch — because “our jokes 
are not intended just for laughter, 
but as social therapy.” 

Romanian youngsters go for 
Whitney Houston, lonna and 
Michael Jackson, too, says Tan-. 
esse's youngest star, 18-year-old 
tock singer Loredana Groza, who's 
wearing a scarlet mini; and then ges- 
tures at handsome Adrian Da- 
minescu: “They like him, too,” she 
says. 

Impresario Rafi Shahar who 
brought the theatre here has already 
had to add three more performances 
to the six scheduled, so the Israeli 
public must like Tanesse too. 


Operatic debut 


WHEN EGYPTS first opera house 
opened almost 120 years ago, its 
first production was Verdi's Aida, 
composed for the event. 


A mysterious fire destroyed the 
magnificent structure in 1971, leav- 
ing the central Cairo site vacant for 
a decade. Then in 1983. a new 
Japanese ambassador arrived in 
Cairo. He befriended the conductor 
of the Egyptian national symphony 
orchestra, Yussuf as-Sissi, who con- 
vinced him of the need for a new 
opera house and symphony hall. 


Subsequently, the Japanese gov- 
ernment announced that it would 
finance a new opera house to the 
tune of $60m. as a gift to the Egyp- 
tian people. The project took five 
years to complete and last week 
President Hosni Mubarak inaugu- 
rated the imposing edifice, with the 
Japanese ambassador at his side. It 
was an impressive ceremony, high- 
lighted by mounted troops carrying 
torches and waving their swords. 
The opening night's programme in- 
cluded a traditional Japanese kabu- 
ki dance group. and some modern 
Egyptian symphonic compositions.

More dollar-linked 
schemes 


Straight dollar-linked, or basket-linked schemes, are those that offer 
only linkage to the dollar (or to the basket of currencies), and not to the 
Consumer Price Index as well. Every bank offers such a scheme, under 
its brand name. ¢.g. Koah Tsamud Dollar/Sal at Leumi. Matmon Tsa- 
mud Dollar/Sal at Hapoalim, Ttron at Discount. etc. . 

These schemes run for three to four years, and carry a fixed rate of 
interest determined by the rate in force on the day the money is 
deposited. Currently. these rates are around 7.25% for the dollar-linked 
scheme and 6.25% per ‘annum on the basket-linked one. : 

But these are the Cinderellas of the saving scheme family. No one is 
much interested in them, and the banks have therefore not even both- 
ered to mount special campaigns with bonuses and the like. The bitter 
experience of the last three years has taught investors not to lock their 
money into dollar-linked schemes where they might be trapped by a 
frozen exchange rate ~ and. worse, still, by a falling dollar ~ unless they 
have a parallel index-linked alternative, By extension, the same is true of 
patam dollar-linked bank deposits which, although they are only blocked 
for one year at a time. are also unpopular, and for the same reason. 

However. the devaluation rumours have created considerable interest 
in liquid dollar-linked investments. This has come to the fore in the 
strong demand for the maturing bank shares. which are now to run for 
three more years with the extra advantage of index-linked protection. It 
has also prompted the Treasury to again issue straight dollar-linked 
bonds, after a three-year absence. These new issues are likely to be big 
hits, when they appear at the end of the month. 

The only other government dollar-linked bonds available are the 
Gilboa and Hermon series that were issued until 1985. and that now have

These have been bid up in the market 
and are now regarded as fully priced on any reasonable expectations of 
One or more devaluations in the coming months. 

The same is true for the few corporate bonds, linked to the dollar or 
other currencies. that are avilable on the Tel Aviv market. However, it is 
certainly possible that the renewed interest in foreign-currnecy linked 
investments will prompt more firms to issue these kinds of bonds. The 
Israel Chemicals Group was complaining bitterly only a few months ago 
that the market was only interested in index-linked paper, while its 
preference was to issue foreign currency-linked bonds, as it had in the 
past. ᾿ 
Investments in mutual funds that concentrate in foreign currency- 
linked investments suffer from the same basic problems, because the 
funds invest only in what is available in the markets. But at least they 
offer the advantage of transferring the headache to the fund manager, as 
well as achieving ἃ greater dispersal of risk than an individual investor 
can normally manage - in line with all mutual fund investments. 

Two final points may be made on the subject of currency-linked 
investments. One is that the issue of currency volatility and fluctuations 
cannot be ignored. It is not enough to say “I want to put my money in a 
foreign-currency linked investment” -- one has to decide which currency, 
and that is rather difficult. As noted yesterday, the latest schemes from 
Hapoalim and Leumi offer the option of chopping and changing, but 
many people may prefer the currency basket approach as saving them the 
need to decide afresh every so often. 

However, even the currency basket is comprised of dollars to the tune

For 50 years that empire has πὶ; 
the Oppenheimers one of the 20th 
century's wealthiest families, giving 
them control of 80% of the world’s 
diamonds and a global pre-emi- 
hence among gold and platinum 
producers. “Almost every wedding 
Ting that 15 sold shows a profit for 
Harry,” says an Angio executive. 

Through Anglo, De Beers and a 
host of affiliates, associates and sub- 
sidiaries tied together in a complex 
web, Oppenheimer interests form 
the backbone of the South African 
economy and extend to dozens of 
other countries. 

When the Anglo-contolled firm 
of Minorco last month launched a 
bid worth almost $5 billion for Brit- 
ain’s Consolidated Gold Fields, the 
world’s No. 2 gold producer, finan- 
cial markets judged that the hand of 
Harry Oppenheimer was probably 
directing operations. Though offi- 
cially retired since 1984, Oppenhei- 
mer, 80, is still guardian of the dy- 


nasty. 

The bid, the biggest takeover at- 
tempt in British history, has sparked 
a battle royal between Oppenhei- 
mer interests and Consgold’s man- 
agement led by Chairman Rudolf 
Agnew. ““Agnew's grandfather used 
to run Consgold so he sees himself 
in a dynastic role, but there are. all 
sorts of other considerations,” a 
South African mining analyst re- 
marks, 

Some observers, including Ag- 
new, believe Oppenheimer wants to 
distance the group from its South 
African identity to shield it from 
anti-apartheid sanctions. Insiders 
also say South Africa's limited, 
gold-dependent economy is too 
small and isolated for the man they 
cail “multinational Harry.” 

Stockbrokers estimate that Anglo

has shareholdings in about 70% of 
the companies listed on the Johan- 


“nesburg Stock Exchange. “He (Op- 


penheimer) is an old man in a hurry 
who recognizes that there must be a 
danger for his South African em- 
pire,” Agnew said in an interview 
with The Financial Times. 
Oppenheimer has already greatly 
expanded the empire founded in 
1917 by his father, Sir Ernest Op- 
penheimer. Through corporate ve- 
hicles like the Luxembourg-regis- 
tered Minorco, he has widened the 
company’s operating base and ex- 
tended its interests. particularly in 
the U.S. For years Anglo. was 
ranked as the biggest corporate in- 
vestor in the U.S. by Forbes maga- 
zine. 
The Oppenheimers' financial 
strength is reinforced by an impres- 
sive list of friends among the rich 
and powerful. They have included 
the American Charles Engelhard 
and the Rothschild banking family.

It has holdings in an esti- 
mated 600 companies and interests 
in property, chemicals, food, motor 
vehicles, engineering and construc- 
tion. The company controls both 
major English-language newspaper 
groups, the Argus printing and pub- 
lishing company and Times Media. 

Relations with Afrikaans-speak- 
ing white rulers in Pretoria have of- 
ten been strained. Ultimately how- 
ever, the governnment is aware that 
tax revenues from Anglo drive the 
economy and help provide the white 
minority with one of the highest 
standards of living in the worid. 

Oppenheimer has long opposed 
the ruling National Party, fighting 
apartheid and serving as an opposi- 
tion member of Parliament before 


inheriting Anglo and De Beers in_ 


1957. 

Zach De Beer, an Anglo director, 
resigned last month to become lead- 
er of the liberal Progressive Federal 
Party. However, Anglo's manage- 
ment last year smashed a nationwide 
strike by black gold miners by dis- 
missing nearly 50,000 workers.

More investors opting 
to keep bank shares

In spite of the volatility of the 
stock exchange prompted by the 
Koor crisis, the bank share-recy- 
cling operation is moving steadily 
forward, apparently unaffected by 
the storm raging around it. 


The latest trend reported from the 
commercial banks is that a growing 
namber of bank share holders are 
deciding to keep their bank shares 
and take advantage of the improved 
terms offered by the Treasury until 
the next redemption in three years 
time.

Today is the last day for hold- 
ers of bank shares due for re- 
demption October 31 to notify 
their banks or brokers that they 
wish to redeem their shares. Any- 
one who fails to give such notice 
will be considered as having re- 
quested to hold on to the shares. 
Conversely, anyone requesting 


As of the close, ‘of business on 
Sunday, redemption requests liad 
been received for only $328 million 
worth of shares, out of a total of $1.5 
billion held by individuals or firms 
which are due for redemption in two 
weeks time. But the new assessment 
— that the public is keener on hold- 
ing its bank shares — is not bsed on 
these low returns, since it had al- 
ways been assumed that the notifica- 


tions would come in a last-minute 
tush. 

Instead, it refiects the public 
mood as reported by hundreds of 
investment counselJors to their 
banks’ head offices. 

Only this afternoon will there be 
any clear indications of the final split 
between redemptions and_ reten- 
tions, with official statistics expect- 
ed tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, the Treasury's recy- 
cling operations are proceeding 
apace. Yesterday saw two issues of 
new government bonds, for a total 
of NIS 130m. The Saguy series, 
which carries a six-year maturity, 
was sold at a price of 102, for a yield 
of 4%, while the Galil series bond 
with a 17-year maturity fetched an 
auction price of 97, for a yield of 
4.9% per annum. 

These yields maintain the run of 
success that has characterized Trea- 
sury issues in recent weeks. 

On Sunday, the Treasury sold an- 
other NIS 130m. worth of bonds via 
a “futures” issue, in which investors 
commit themselves in advance to 
pay for new issues to be made Octo- 

31. This brought the total raised 


by the Ti rough futures is- 
sues to NIS-800m.. or 20% of the

Jordan to

AMMAN (Reuter) - Jordan's 
prime minister. Zeid Al-Rifa‘i said 


Sunday the government would slash 


spending as part of plans'to tackle its 
chronic budget deficit. But he

In a televised interview Sunday 
night with two local economists, he 
said Jordan was spending too much 
hard curteney on luxury imports 
such as cars and electrics 
we are to improve the way we use 
foreign exchange and at the sume 
time keep our open economy, there 
must be a collective effort by all 
sectors of society. starting with the 
government.” he declared. 

“We have decided to cut the defi- 
cit by squeezing public spending. 
We will stop buying cars. reduce 
official foreign trips and Banquets 
and delay infrastructure projects. 

“But we will maintain spending on 
productive sectors and finish pro- 
jects already bepun.” 

Although local observers praised 
Rifa’i’s plans, at teust one Western 
diplomat Voiced reservations, say- 
ing: “There is a problem of confi- 
dence and not enough is being done 
to restore it, These measures do not 
convey the conviction that the prob- 
lem is serious and is being seriously 
tackled.“ 

The diplomat said Rifa’i’s prom- 
ise to muintain foud subsidies and 
reduce water and electricity charges 
was bound to put additional burdens 
on the treasury. 

Nor did his remarks halt 
the dinar's erosion against major 
currencies. The central bank set 
rates of 428/430 fils to the dollar, 
down from 420/$22 Sunday. while 
moneychingers on the free market 
quoted rates of 450/475 fils. down 
from 435/400. 

The interview with Rifa'i was 
shown two days after the central 
bank aligned exchange rates with 
free market rates, slicing 10% off 
the dinar’s previous official dollar 
value. The weakening dinar, which 
has lost 22% of its dollar value this 
year, has provoked widespread pub- 
tic anxiety, 

Rifa’i said the central bank move 
was purt of an economic. monetary 
and financial package to stabilize 
the economy. He said the central 
bank would not let the dinar float 
freely, but set daily rates in consul- 
tation with major banks in a bid to 
balance foreign exchange needs 
with amounts available. 

“This flexibility in exchange rates 
has become necessary.” he said. A 
lower dinar would boost growth 
rates. help exports of goods and ser- 
vices, boost import substitution, in- 
crease savings and investment, cut 
consumption, create jobs for Jorda- 
nians rather than foreigners and nar- 
row the budget deficit. 

Rifai said modest inflation was 
anticipated, but promised to shield 
lower-income groups by holding 
down prices of subsidized staples 
and reducing water and electricity 
charges.

Heron Group chief Gerald Ronson on Koor affair 


Bankers Trust had no hidden agenda 


Prominent Anglo-Jewish busi- 
uessman Gerald Ronson scotched 
talk yesterday that Bankers Trust 
had ulterior motives for filing a peti- 
tion to liquidate Koor Ltd. 

Ronson said that although he did 
not know the ins and outs of Koor's 
precarious financial situation, Bank- 
ers Trust is “a fair bank." He added 
that he knew the bank’s chairman 
personally, and described him as “a 
reasonable man.” 

Ronson, whose Heron Group is 
the second-largest privately owned 
conglomerate in the UK, is current- 
ly facing charges stemming from the 
Guinnessgate share-adjustment 
scandal, which rocked the British 
financial community last year. In a 
frank appraisal of his situation, 
Ronson insisted he had done noth- 
ing that warranted the charges and 
said that from the outset, he had 


been determined to continue with 
“business as usual.” 

The energetic magnate is here on 
ashort visit to dedicate an Ashkelon 
ORT school he donated in memory 
of his father. This is part of a com- 
plex of ORT schools which the Ron- 
son charitable Foundation is build- 
ing around the country at a total cost 
of $25 million. A school to provide 
vocational education for over 1.000 
students is now being planned for 
the Druse villages of Daliat-el Car- 
mel and Ussfiyab on Mount Carmel. 

The blunt-talking businessman 
was keen to use the opportunity of 
this trip to speak his mind about 
some of the perils of doing business 
in Israel -- dangers which he intimat- 
ed could perhaps lie behind the cur- 
rent mess at Koor. 

“Israelis are very difficult to deal 
with. Let’s face it, they sometimes 
make promises which they don’t 
keep, even though at the time they

Citrus-barvest aid 

The State Employment Ser- 
vice is considering inviting 
young Jews from Europe to 
take part in the citrus harvest. 
Benyamin Schwartz, director 
of the service’s Employers Ser- 
vice department, said the 
groups could be organized by 
the Jewish Agency under the 
framework of a project called 
aveda ivrit (Jewish labour). 

Service heads and growers’ 
representatives yesterday dis- 
cussed the employment ramifi- 
cations of the harvest, pointing 
out that an extra 3,500 jobs 
would be created for the six- 
month season. The officials 
called on recently demobilized 
soldiers to take advantage of 
the additional grants available 
for former soldiers prepared to 
work in agriculture.

Oved Ben-Ami, founder 
of Netanya, dies at 83 


Oved Ben-Ami, the founder of 
Netanya and father of the Israeli 
diamond industry, died yesterday at 
the age of 83. 

Born in Petah Tikva in 1905, Ben- 
Ami devoted his life to the industrial 
and urban development of the State. 
In 1929, convinced that the yishuv 
needed a Jewish city between Tel 
Aviv and Haifa, he chose a site of 
1,400 dunams on the coast, that had 
changed hands for 500 sheep a few 
years before. The site became the 
nucleus of modern Netanya. 

His efforts to establish the new 
settlement on a sound financial foot- 
ing led directly to the founding of 
Israel's diamond industry, worth 
over $2 billion a year today in export 
earnings. The idea occurred to him 


when an Arab customs officer was 
looking unsuccessfully for a dia- 
mond-cutting shop to help evaluate 
imported diamonds, ᾿ 

Ben-Ami flew to Europe in 1940 
in an effort to persuade Jews in the 
Belgian diamond industry in Bel- 
gium to immigrate. Few came be- 
fore the Nazis invaded, but it suf- 
ficed to start the new enterprise. 
Ben-Ami became the first president 
of the Diamond Manufacturers As- 
sociation, and served in that post 
until 1952. Ben-Ami's involvement 
in the growth of Netanya—he served 
as its mayor for 42 years -- did not 
preclude activity in other areas. He 
initiated the establishment of Ash- 
dod Port and was prominent in Lib- 
eral Party politics. He was also a

‘No negotiations yet’ to resolve dispute 


Students take protest 
to ministers’ homes

TEL AVIV - Although 70,000 stu- 
dents are being kept away from their 
university classes because of strikes 
and sanctions, no negotiations are as 
yet being held to solve the dispute. 
As anticipated, academic staff at the 
universities voted yesterday to 
strike classes as of tomorrow, but 
since the universities had already 
curtailed classes the decision has 
limited practical significance. 

The Hebrew University Student 
Union held a protest outside the 
home of the finance minister yester- 
day, saying that for as long as stu- 
dents cannot get into their dormito- 
ries and cannot go to classes, 
ministers should not be able to sit 
quietly at home. Similar protests 
outside the home of the education 
minister, and later the prime minis- 
ter, are planned for the coming 
da’ 


ξδπιου of the Knesset Educa- 
tion Committee MK Nahman Raz 
yesterday demanded an immediate 
transfer of NIS 15 million from the 


Finance Ministry to pay salaries due 
workers, academics and managerial 
staff, which he said would enable 
the scholastic year to start.

The Hebrew University’s Mount 
Scopus campus looked less like a 
centre of learning yesterday mom- 
ing and more like an Israeli institu- 
tion deeply mired in labour strife. 
But students bad to find 
accommodation on their own and 
looked fresh and invigorated after a 

night’s sleep. . 

“Nobody had to sleep on the grass 
and only 15 students came here to 
ask for assistance in finding accom- 
modation,” reported: Nadav Li- 
sovsky, head of the Students Union. 

Most out-of-town students seem 
to have decided to wait out the 
strike at home, but those already in 
Jerusalem had managed to find 
places to sleep. 

Betti from Beersheba managed to 
secure "ἃ third of two beds” in a 
friend’s dormitory room. “We put 
two beds together for three of us,” 
she explained. 


Moshe from the Students Union | 5, 


didn't see such arrangements as an 
inconvenience. “Now is the time for 
romance and friendship.” he said. 
He spent the night in a sleeping bag 
on the floor of a room inhabited by a 
French exchange student and his 
girlfriend. The French student was 
bemused. “This is not the kind’ of 
welcome the Jewish Agency gives 
you abroad.” 


Still, foreign students are general- 
ly faring better than their Israeli 
counterparts. Administration work- 
ers that foreign students 
should not suffer from the strike.

“They're young; they 
should go into the streets and shout, 
all 70,000 of them, in protest against 
the miserable conditions of the uni- 
versities and libraries.” 

“Indifference reigns,” agreed Li- 
sovsky. The students, he said, “are 
used to strikes and weary of them. 
The coming year will not be a quiet 
one.”

ASHKELON - British philanthro- 
pist Gerald Roiison, who yesterday 
dedicated the Henry Ronson ORT 
high school here to which he con- 
tributed $6 million. declared that 
this was only the start of his involve- 
ment in Israel.

Prime Minister Shamir thanked 
Ronson for his contribution and 
pointed out that Israel would never 
be able to compete with its neigh- 
bours on a quantative basis. He
